Mat it please your Excellency, 

I had the honour of submitting, on the 18th of last September, General Abstracts, 
showing by counties and provinces, the acreage under the various crops, and the number 
of live stock in Ireland in 1865 ; also the emigration from Irish ports during the first 
seven months of the same year. I beg now to bring under your Excellency’s consideration 
Tables which give the estimated average produce of the principal crops ; and the total 
emigration from this country in 1865. , , 

The Tables relating to the average produce of the crops per acre have been compiled, as 
in former years, from information obtained by members of the Constabulary F orce selected 
for their intelligence— from practical farmers, and others conversant with the yield m the 
electoral divisio'n for which the Return was made. The names- and residences of these 
parties are stated on the forms, by the Enumerators. 

On the Returns being received in 'this Office, they were copied by electoral divisions and 
forwarded to the Chairman and Board of Guardians of each union for revision ; and it is 
very satisfactory to observe that out of the entire number (3,438) of electoral divisions I 
have been favoured by the Guardians with revised returns lor 2, 6o2. Copies of the fornis 
and circulars used in procuring the information are given at pages 46 and 47 
The areas under each of the principal crops, as published last September in the Geneial 
Abstracts,” have been carefully revised, and the corrected totals made use of in the present 
calculations ; so that the average yield, as given in these fables, is as approximately accurate 
as can reasonablv be expected in returns of this description. 

The acreage under crops in 1865, as compared with 1864, shows that wheat decreased Ame.ee 
by 9 94 S; oa“, 69,658 acres;’ turnips! 8,143 acres; and flaw, 50,260 acres. Barley 
increased by 4,402 acres ; here and rye, 1,197 acres; potatoes, 26,536 acres; mangel wurzel, 

316 acres; cabbage, 1,801 acres; and bay, 68,924 acres. The total net decrease in the area

166,605 oats, 29,892 barley, and 1,171 here; rye increased by 5,684 quartern; potatoes, tool 
notwithstanding an increased acreage in 1865, gave a total produce less by ^46,398 tons, 
caused by a decrease in the average yield per acre; turnips decreased by 165 ,976 tons 
owing to a smaller acreage and also to a reduction m the acreable yield ; flax a sy hows a 
decrease of 24,945 tons, from the same causes ; mangel wurzel gives an inrnasi of 44,653 
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tons, cabbage of 52,877 tons, and bay 461,554 tons, owing to a larger area and produce 
per acre in 1865, compared with 1864. 

The acreage under the principal crops in 1864 and 1865, and the increase or decrease 
in the latter year, are given in Table I. ; the estimated average produce per acre and the 
total yield are shown in Tables II. and III. ; and a comparison of the average produce of 
the crops per acre in each county and province in 1864 and 1865 is given in Table IV. • 
and in Table V. the acreage under the principal crops, the estimated yield per acre and 
the total produce, are exhibited for the series of years from 1851 to 1865, inclusive.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

I beg to give, in connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, the following abstract of 
the Meteorological Observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, for 
which I am indebted to the courtesy of Captain Wilkinson, R.E. 

The barometer was highest during the year 1865, at 9.30, A.M., on the 15th of December, 
vfhen it stood at 30-827, — the wind blowing from, the S.W. ; it was lowest on the 14th 
of January, at the same hour, with the wind from the W.N.W., — when it was 28 '540 
incites. 

The highest temperature in the air during the year was 83 '9° on the 22nd of June, and 
the lowest 20 '4° on the 20tli of January. Rain or snow fell on 178 days, being nearly six 
months of wet days in the year ; the greatest rainfall in 24 hours was 1-355 inches on the 
3 0th of August, with the wind from the S.W. The prevailing wind was from the W., 
from which point it blew for 99 days; from the S.W. it came for 75, days; from E., 60 ; 
S., 26 ; S.E., 25 ; N., 25 ; N.E., 23 ; andN.W., 18 ; and it was calm 14 days. The total 
pressure of the W. wind was 147'58 lbs., being an average of 1*49 lbs. to the square foot. 
The strongest wind blew from the S.W. on the 30th December, when the pressure was 
36 lbs. per square foot.
